Immigration Rights 
Of U. Women 

Under our present immigration 
laws an American woman cannot 
establish a non-quota status for 
her husband unless their marriage 
took place prior to January 1, 
1948, this often resulting in 
lengthy separations of husband 
and wife. However, an American 
man can bring in his alien wife 
as soon as the marriage takes 
place. 

Consequently we advocate chang- 
ing the provisions of Sec. 4 (a) of 
the Immigration Act of 1924 so as 
to confer the same rights and 
privileges on American women as 
are now enjoyed by American men 
under this section. 


Immigration Rights 
Of Alien Women 


Alien wives whose husbands 
and children are also aliens but 
citizens of another country do not 
enjoy the same quota priviléges 
as alien husbands with alien wives 
and children. 

We advocate changing the pro- 
visions of Sec. 6 (a) and Sec. 12 
(a) of the Immigration Act of 
1924 so as to confer the same 
rights and privileges on women 
as on men. 


Racial Bars To Citizenship 


We urge elimination from our 
immigration and naturalization 
laws of racial bars to admission 
into the country or to citizenship.

Enlarged School 


The parish provided a complete 
high-school course for the girls, 
but only the eight elementary 


grades for the boys. When he ap- 


proached the Sister Superior with 
the suggestion that. she receive 
the boys into high school for at 
least a two-year course, he was 
embarrassed to find that her com- 
munity rule would not admit an 
exception. This meant a complete 
switch in the teaching personnel 
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of the parish school. A different 
the work for a complete high- 
school course, taking in both girls 
and boys. 
It also necessitated enlarging the 
drive for funds in the 
parish brought in $60,000, which, 
together with $80,000 already on 
hand, enabled him to add several 
classrooms and a gymnasium—all 
free of debt at the time of their 
completion. 


Employees’ Playground 


During the first year of his 
aper’s existence, Father Noll 
ought seven acres of ground out- 

side of town at the intersection 
of the Big and Little Wabash riv- 
ers as a recreation center for his 
employees. Here he laid out a 
baseball diamond and, nearby, he 
had a swimming pool dug out, sup- 
plying it with water from a flow- 
ing well more than ninety feet 
deep. ie hy 

He also built a cottage on the 
grounds and supplied his workers 
with boats and fishing tackle. They 
in turn built a _ stepping-stone 
bridge of rocks over one of the 
rivers from the country-club pro- 
perty nearby to their own peninsu- 
lar playground. 

But during the next year (1913) 
came that most memorable and 
devastating of all floods in north- 
ern Indiana, when the so-called 
Little and Big Wabash Rivers, 
running on either side of the pro- 
perty, rose up and washed away 
practically the whole thing. Since 
the cottage was built on a little 
hill, the water did not get inside it. 

Father Noll soon became a 
civic figure in Huntington — 
but because many people regarded 
Our Sunday Visitor as his personal 
property, it was often necessary 
for him to correct that impression. 
On one occasion, for instance, he 
saw that he had been elected Presi- 
dent of the Home Savings & Loan 
Company. Needless to say, he had 
to refuse the honor. 


A year or so after he came to 
Huntington, the townspeople or- 
ganized a Cosmopolitan Club whose 
membership was made up entirely 
of professional men — lawyers, 
physicians, school teachers, ahd 
two clergymen. Father Noll was 
elected secretary—which gave him 


ja splendid opportunity of expound- 


ing good, sound philosophy. A 
paper was by one of the 
members at every meeting, after 
which everyone present was in- 
vited to make some comment. But 
after all the others had finished, 
the secretary was able to criticize 
the views not only of the speaker 
but also of the critics. 


A Rotarian 


- Tt was in the same year that 


Rotary was introduced to Hunting- 
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ton, and Father Noll was asked to 


accepted and attended its meetings 
quite regularly with the idea of 
becoming better acquainted with 
the leading citizens of the city, 
most of whom had never had close 
contact with a priest. If some few 
of the members were a little dis- 
tant at the start, it was not long 
before all of them became genuine- 
ly friendly not only to the priest 


personally, but to his Church as 
well. 


When the Ku Klux Klan came to 
Huntington, for instance—as it 
came to practically every city in 
Indiana—a delegation of Rotarians 
called on Father Noll to assure 
him that not one of their members 
would affiliate with it or show any 
sympathy for it. They pledged 
themselves, instead, to creating a 
public ‘scorn against it. 


When Chesley Perry, the Inter- 
national Secretary of Rotary, once 
asked him to open a Salt Lake City 
Convention with prayer, the priest 
felt that he was too busy to make 
such a long trip for that one pur- 
pose; but since it was during the 
summer when he felt disposed to 
make his first trip west on a little 
vacation, he allowed himself to’ 
be persuaded. 


In Salt Lake City, he stayed 
with the late Bishop Glass, who 
told him that he was probably the 
first priest in history to offer a 
eed from the platform of the 

ormon Tabernacle. Father Noll’s 
answer was that “One is permitted 
to say a Catholic prayer anywhere, 
just as one may preach truth any- 
where.” 

Attempts were made to organize 
Rotary in Mexico and Spain, but 
some of the Bishops in those coun- 
tries were suspicious of the im- 
portation and reluctant to give it 
their blessing. That led the Inter- 
national Secretary to ask a letter 
of introduction from Father Noll 
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for the men he was sending to 
those countries, as assurance that 
there was no anti-Catholicism in 
Rotary itself, no spirit of religious 
indifferentism — not, at least, in 
Huntington. 

In Spain the organization had 
met with a little difficulty because 
some of those who joined it hap- 
pened to be members of a secret 
society, then under the ban of the 
Church, but they were not selected 
because of that affiliation. 

It was about this time that 
Father Noll, with his Bishop’s con- 
sent, accepted an invitation to 
speak in Fort Wayne’s First Pres- 
byterian Church. The local pastor, 
later Moderator'of the Presbyter- 
ian Church in the United States, 
had invited clergymen representing 
six or seven religious bodies, each 
to speak on the subject “Why I am 
a Methodist,” “Why I am a Bap- 
tist,” etc. The priest was to treat 
the subject “Why I am a Catholic.” 

Since it was so unusual for a 
priest to be speaking in a Protes- 
tant church, the auditorium could 
barely hold half of those who tried 
to get in. After his talk, then, he 
was asked by the minister if he 
couldn’t come back the next Sun- 
day for the benefit of those who 
had not been able to hear him the 
first time. He agreed to this re- 
turn engagement, but on condition 
that he might treat a different sub- 
ject: “What Catholics Do Not Be- 
lieve.” 

After this second talk, the min- 
ister told the priest how he wished 
that the clergy of his church and 
its members would stick to the def- 
initions of belief contained in the 
Westminster Catechism, used in 
their Sunday Schools of the previ- 
ous generation. He deplored

Father Noll’s relations with the 
Protestant laity of Huntington 
were always most cordial. Perhaps 
that was why he so regretted see- 
ing one of the city’s ministers 
transferred and replaced by a fire- 
eating anti-Catholic. Within a 
month after the person’s arrival 
in town, he made a vicious attack 
on the Catholic Church in his adult 
Sunday-School class. One of the 
listeners told his Catholic wife of 
the “lambasting” her Church had 
received that morning at the hands 
of his ofagg 28 She promptly car- 
ried this disturbing news to her 
pastor—who acted swiftly. He 
called in the local head of the 
Knights of Columbus and asked 
him to address a letter to each 
trustee of that church—a letter of 
protest that would say, in sub- 


stance: 

“We Catholics have always 
minded our own business here in 
Huntington. We have always 


worked hard to reduce misunder- 
standings and to promote civic 
harmony and religious tolerance. 
But your new minister, hardly ac- 
uainted in this community, seems 
etermined to prevoke trouble 
where none has existed.”

The Knights of Columbus spon- 
sor a group numbering 36,000 boys 
between the ages of 14 and 18, 
called the Columbian Squires. They 
have the use of the K. of C. meet- 
ing rooms in many cases, and en- 
gage in such activities as bands, 
debating, and social affairs. 


There are about 39,000 boys in 
the Boy Rangers, an affiliate of the 
Catholic Order of Foresters. They 
encourage physical, mental and 
recreational activities which vary 
in different locations. 


Another 25,000 Catholic young 
men—between the ages of 12 and 
25—are organized in the Catholic 
Central Verein Movement. Rallies, 
forums and discussions play a big 
part in the program, which is de- 
signed largely for older boys. 


Groups For Girls 


For the girls, there is a wide 
choice. The Junior Catholic 
Daughters of America have two 
divisions: for girls 10 and 11, and 
for girls 12 to 18: The member- 
ship of 30,000 girls enjoys camp- 
ing, dramatics, music and such ser- 
vice work as visiting hospitals and 
orphanages. 

The Junior Daughters of Isabella 
have 3,500 members between the 
ages of 10 and 22—with monthly 
meetings devoted to athletics, re- 
ligion, education and social affairs. 

As with the boys, the Scout 
movement is the largest group of 
girls. Over 240,000 Catholic girls 
from seven years up are members 
of the Girl Scouts, under the lead- 
ership of a Catholic National Com- 
mittee. The Promise of the Girl 
Scouts contains the same high 
ideals as the Boy Scout Oath. 

The Sodality of Our Lady has 
organized 7,500 Sodalities in par- 
ishes and schools for school and 
teen-age groups. Each local unit 
carries on:a program designed to 
foster love for the Blessed Virgin 
Mary, at the same time providing 
an enjoyable and appealing list of 
activities for its members. 

These are some of the groups or- 
ganized on a national seale for 
school children. Not all of them 
will be found in your town or your 
church, of course. On the other 
hand, you may find others that 
have not been listed here. The Holy 
Name Cadets, for example, have a 
band in New Jersey which has won 
the national championship three 
years in a row. Many parishes 
have their own youth clubs. And 
there are many clubs in every 
large city which do not have 
Church sponsorship at all. 

Is it necessary that a club be 
sponsored by your Church to be 
good? Well, not netessary, but it’s 
certainly helpful. Being a Catholic 
means more than going to Mass on 
Sundays; it means living a certain 
kind of life—and you should live 
that life in your club work as well 
as in school and church, and at 
home. You want to be sure that the 
adults who guide your program 
have Catholic ideals; the best way 
to be sure of that is to join an or- 
ganization which is sponsored by 
vour. own Catholie school or 
Church.

Some Reflections 
On The Elections 


ie a display of precision bombing 
almost unparalleled for marks- 
manship, American voters in the 
recent election shattered one after 
another of the strategic power 
plants of the New-Fair Deal revo- 
lution. 


The most fantastic success was 
the demolition of a target which 
even its aSsailants feared to be 
invulnerable. The victim was 
Millard E. Tydings, for 24 years 
U. S. Senator from Maryland. 


In the Supreme Court issue of 
1937, Tydings boldly defied Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt at the top of his 
power, and beat off a ruthless ef- 
fort to purge him from public 
life. 

What Mr. Roosevelt’s enmity 
was unable to accomplish has been 
achieved by the friendship of Dean 
G. Acheson, Secretary of State. 

The proud and elegant Senator 
from the “Free State” committed 
political suicide by championing 
the State Department § against 
charges of Communist infiltration 
brought by Senator Joséph R. Mc- 
Carthy of Wisconsin. 

It was widely believed in Mary- 
land that as a reward for that 
service -Tydings was to get the 
Vice-Presidential nomination in 
1952. 

His astonishing’ overthrow may 
not be unrelated to the fact that! 
in Baltimore there exists, so far 
as 1 am aware, the only well-or- 
ganized and militant Catholic Ac- 
tion group in the United States. 

At least Time magazine, an ob- 
jective witness, testifies that Tyd- 
ings “was almost solidly opposed 
by Maryland Roman Catholics.” 

There is further evidence, in Chi- 
eago and New York especially, that 
the American Catholic electorate 
has far outstripped its traditional 
leadership, political and often jour- 
nalistic. 

The former Kelly-Nash machine 
in Cook County, now captained by 
Jake Arvey, depended largely upon 
blind and _ disciplined Catholic 
votes. There are more than l,- 
500,000 Catholics in the Chicago 
Archdiocese. 

In behalf of Senator Scott W. 
Lucas, majority leader in the sen- 
ior chamber, the time-honored’ 
campaign was conducted. A Re- 
publican wave from rural Illinois

The question is whether this re- 
versal could have been brought 
about “without a spontaneous and 
wholesale mutiny of Catholic vot- 
ers. 


In New York City an independ- 
ent candidate for Mayor, Vincent 
R. Impellitteri, who had neither 
organization nor funds, smashed 
Tammany Hall and the Bronx ma- 
chine of Edward J. Flynn. There 
are 2,000,000 Catholics in Greater 
New York, and hosts of them must 
have voted for Impellitteri. .. The 
Flynn organization lost both city 
and State, while Flynn himself 
bids fair to be driven from power 
by an anti-Roosevelt Democrat, 
James A. Farley. 


The point should not be labored 
too far, but it is a fact that the 
most drastic overturns occurred 
in commonwealths where Catholic 
voters are particularly numerous. 


It seems possible that the masses 
of Catholic electors have sensed 
the truth that American politics 
is no longer a sporting contest 
between two parties, but a matter 
of life and death for their coun- 
try and their faith; and that they, 
and perhaps they alone, can save 
the world.

College Groups 


The Catholic movement in col- 
leges has been growing in strength. 
Young men and women going to 
college—especially if it’s not a 
Catholic college—should join to- 
gether with other Catholic students 
to take the lead in worthwhile 
campus activities. 

There are several organizations 
already available to them. Perhaps 
the best are the Newman Clubs, 
“the recognized organ of the Cath- 
olic apostolate in non-Catholic col- 
leges.” Taking its inspiration from 
Cardinal Newman, the educator 
and convert, the Newman Club 
now has about 80,000 members in 
500 individual groups. 

The Newman Clubs are affiliated 
with Pax Romana, a federation of 
student groups throughout the 


|world. Both organizations repre- 


sent the Catholic viewpoint on the 
campus, and help their members by 
holding retreats and_ religious 
classes. 


In our Catholic colleges, we have 
a federation of 173 student groups 
known as the National Federation 
of Catholic College Students. The 
Federation attempts to teach stu- 
dents their responsibility in the 
student community and in later life. 
As a service activity, it has spon- 
sored a Student Relief Campaign 
which in two years collected $350,- 
000 for students in need throughout 
the world. 


In 79 Catholic Colleges and uni- 
versities, there are chapters of 
Kappa Gamma Pi; while Phi 
Kappa, the oldest national 
Catholic fraternity, has chap- 
ters at 29 secular colleges as 
well as the Catholic University of 
America. There are alumni federa- 
tions and other fraternities for col- 
lege students. All in all, there is 
no lack of social and fraternal life 
for Catholic college students, 

Whether you are of the age for 
grade school, high school or college, 
you will find plenty of organiza- 
tions with sound Catholic leader- 


ship. Practically all of them have 
recreational programs of one kind

The Life Of Demetrius Gallitzin

OUNG Prince Gallitzin was born 


on December 22nd, 1770 in Holland. 


At this time, his father was ambassador to Holland from Russia. 
His mother came from a noble German family. Princess Gallitzin was 
very much like St. Monica praying for St. Augustine, as she prayed 
for her son, Demetrius, for nearly seventeen years, when he was 


finally baptized. 


Later his mother advised him to 


finish his education in America, and 
also to get acquainted with Wash- 
ington and Jefferson in his travels. 
Demetrius took his mother’s advice, 
and in two and a half months 
landed in America, where he met 
Bishop John Carroll, who was very 
nice to him. De- 
metrius went 
around using 
the name Mr, 
Augustine Sch- 
met. If he had 
gone with the 
title Prince Gal- 
litzin people 
would have 
praised him. He 
did not want to be praised, for he 
was very humble. Soon he stopped 
thinking about travel and gave his 
services to Bishop Carroll. It was 
not long before he began studying 
for the priesthood in Maryland, 
where he was ordained in 1795. 


After the American Revolution, 
an officer named McGuire became 


interested in hunting in Pennsyl-/ 


vania, He bought a large stretch 
of land in the Alleghenies. In 1788 
he and his family moved there 
from Maryland. About four hun- 
dred acres of land were kindly giv- 
en to Bishop Carroll. Soon a 
Catholic settlement was formed, 
and the members were anxious to 
have a priest. Once Father Gallit- 
zin visited the settlement. About 
this time the people were asking 
the Bishop for a priest, and it hap- 
pened that Father was the one 
called. He was very pleased and 
resolved to establish a permanent 
colony to be the center of his mis- 
sions. 

Soon many poor families from 
Maryland followed Father Gallit- 
zin into Pennsylvania. After a long 
journey they settled in their new 
homes. By Christmas 1799 they had 

ut up a chapel and a home for 
Father Gallitzin. In 1800 there 
were forty families. The number 


grew and until today there 
eT tha thoceses of Pittsburgh,

In Loretto, which is said to be 
the most Catholic village in the 
United States, Father Gallitzin 
worked very hard for forty-one 
years. He was crippled up until 
his death, because he had fallen off 
a horse, He then had to travel -in 
a sled or cart drawn by horses, 
and people often laughed at him 
which was very sad. Father lived 
until he was seventy. We will al- 
ways remember him as the “Apos- 
tle of the Alleghenies.”

certain parts of our country there 
is a trend to regard this whole 
field of foster care as falling with- 
in the exclusive province of gov- 
ernmental authorities. It surely 
lies within their province to set up 
and enforce legitimate minimum 
standards of care for the dependent 
child; but the responsibility for 
his care should not be entirely 
assumed by them. There is a de- 
finite ,place in America for the 
voluntary agencies of mercy—par- 
ticularly those operating under 
religious auspices, which are 
equipped to safeguard and develop 
the religious life of the dependent 
child. Certainly the child bereft 
of the immediate care of his par- 
ents, is entitled to those oppor- 
tunities for a religious upbringing, 
which his parents were obligated 
to give him. These opportunities 
can be best supplied by an agency 
operating under religious auspices. 


Sense Of Direction 


The child whose eyes have been 
opened to the vision of God must be 
encouraged to walk by the steady 
light of that vision; otherwise he 
will follow wandering fires. He is 
too young and immature to be 
left to himself. His impluses and 
desires, so largely unregulated 
because of his tender years, need 
to be given a sure direction by reli- 
gious traifing, if he is to achieve 
that great purpose for which he 
Was made: to know, to love and to 
serve God. 


The child must know God. -.There 
is a vast difference between ‘know- 
ing about God’ and ‘knowing God.’ 
The difference is made by personal 
experience. It is not enough that 
he be given the necessary truths 
about God. They ought to be given 
in such a way that he will assimi- 
late them and make them a part of 
himself. God must become as real 
to him as his own father or mother. 
God must not remain an abstrac- 
tion. If He does, He will not be 
loved; and if He is not loved, then 
all the child’s knowledge about 
Him will be sterile. Where love is, 
there too is service. “If you love 
Me, keep My commandments.” 
That is Christ’s test and it must 
be applied to the child. He should 
be brought to see God’s command- 
ments and precepts as guideposts 
which gave an unerring direction to 
his steps. In this work, the Church, 
the family and the school all have 
a part to play. 

From the time that the Church 

ours the waters of Baptism over 
his forehead, until she surrenders 
him at death to God, there is 20 
period when she does not provide 
the child, through her sacraments 
and teachings, with a steady in- 
spiration to serve God. The incul- 
cation of virtues, both natural and 
supernatural, the repeated warn- 
ings against succumbing to the 
demands of his lower nature, the 
balm with which she binds up the

When we speak of parents’ re- 
sponsibilities, it should be remem- 
bered that they do not devolve 
entirely upon the mother. The fa- 
ther has his responsibilities, too, 
and he must not shirk them. It is 
not enough for him to provide the 
material means of support for the 
family. He also has the obligation 
to identify himself with the inter- 
ests and activities of his child, If 
the full benefits of parental direc- 
tion are to be reaped by the child, 
such direction should include that 
steadying and stabilizing influence 
which it is the father’s duty to 
exert. 


Fathers and mothers have ‘a 
natural competence to instruct 
their children with regard to sex. 
False modesty should not deter 
them from doing their duty in this 
regard. Sex is one of God’s endow- 
ments. It should not be ignored 
or treated as something bad. If 
sex instruction is properly carried 
on in the home, a deep reverence 
will be developed in the child and 
he will be spared the shameful 
inferences which he often makes 
when he is left to himself to find 
out about sex. We protest in the 
strongest possible terms against 
the introduction of sex instruction 
into the school. To be of benefit 
such instruction must be far broad- 
er than the giving of information, 
and must be given individually. 
Sex is more than a _ biological 
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function. It is bound up th the 
sacredness and age go of the 
human personality. It can be fully” 
and properly appreciated only 


within a religious and moral con-| |f 


text. If treated otherwise, the

Many unsalutary influences are 
at work in modern society which 
must not be allowed free play upon 
the personality of the growing 
child. Parents should carefully 
regulate the company and the 
hoyrs which their child keeps.

He needs to be warned, even for- 
bidden, certain associations. Par- 
ticularly during adolescence, this 
is extremely important. A vigilant 
watch should be kept over the type 
of entertainment he indulges in,

to in the home. 


Sense Of Responsibility 


A common complaint registered 
against the home and the school 
today is that they do not sharpen 
the child’s sense of responsibility. 
He is made conscious of his rights, 
to be sure; but he also has obli- 
gations which are correlates of 
those rights. His education and 
training are defective in the pro- 
portion that those obligations are 
not impressed on his young mind.

A COUPLE of Sunday afternoons ago, in Chicago, I had 
an opportunity to see two of the best quarterbacks in 
rofessional football. I refer, of course, to the Chicago 
ears-New York Yankees game, which the Bears won,

‘Who's Better 


Since the Bears and Yanks have 
now split even for the season, each 
winning one game, the debate over 
which is the better quarterback 
will no doubt go on for at least 
another year. And that is a good 
thing. I have always thought that 
nothing conclusive could be gained 
from a comparison such as “who 
is better, Lujack or Ratterman; 
who is better, Louis or Dempsey ?” 
However, it keeps people talking 
about sports, which is a pretty in- 
teresting thing to talk about. 


And talking about quarterbacks, 
pretty soon they'll also be asking 
who was the best T quarterback 
at Notre Dame—Lujack, Tripucka, 
Bertelli, or Bob Williams?” That’s 
another hard question. 


Someone once said about Ber- 
telli:. “All he can do is pass.” 
To which a quick thinking Ber- 
telli adherent answered: “All 
Rembrandt could do was paint.” 
And Bertelli could pass! During 
his two-and-a-half year tenure 
as first string Irish quarterback, 
Angelo threw 324 passes. Of 
these he completed 159, 26 touch- 
downs. That is a .5216 collegiate 
pass-completion percentage. His 
passing gained for the Irish 
2,582 yards. 

But for those who base their 
gment on statistics, it looks like 

b Williams might be a better 

quarterback. Bob threw 14 passes 
in 1948. He completed eight of 
them. But last year and this year, 
for seven games, he has really 
been pitching. Against Pittsburgh 
he completed 13 passes in 23 at- 
tempts. Not a bad day’s work. But, 
this performance enabled him to 
take away a few of Angelo’s rec: 
ords. With seven games gone in 
this 1950 season, he has a collegiate 
record of 330 passes thrown (six 
more than Bertelli), 172 completed 
(three more than Bertelli). How- 
ever Angelo, who has been coach- 
ing the Paterson Panthers, a pro

en games Bob was 309 yards short 
of Bertelli’s yardage record, had 
thrown three less touchdown pass- 
es. Fans will be watching to see 
whether young Robert can outdo 
the lad who was called “Accurate 
Angelo,” the “Springfield Rifle,” 
and numerous other nicknames in- 
spired by his adept handling of the 
football back in °41, ’42 and ’43. 


Although Lujack’s passing 
marks do not approach those of 
Williams and Bertelli, there are 
many who think that he was the 
best of all Irish quarterbacks. 
They base their judgement on 
John’s ability to play defensive 
ball, and also his outstanding 
field-generalship and play-calling 
knack. Most Irish fans will nev- 
er forget Lujack’s defensive play 
against Army in °46, when he 
stopped Blanchard and Davis 
many, many times. The game 
ended up in a 0-0 tie. Also, Lu- 
ey has done very well in pro 

all. 


The vocal war between fans of 
Lujack and Ratterman began when 
both. boys were playing at Notre 
Dame, and has continued unabated 
up until the present time. ‘Sunday 
afternoon in Chicago could have 
done nothing to decide the ques- 
tion. It ‘was the first time that 
I had seen Ratterman in action 
since the All-Star’ game in 1947, 
and I don’t think that there is a 
finer T-quarterback in pro ball. 
But the same could be said of Lu- 
jack. As far as I’m concerned, 
they’re both good, two of the best. 


Bertelli never had a chance to 
play much professional football, 
and even while playing he was 
bothered by a leg injury. Tripucka, 
at Notre Dame, had the best pass- 
ing completion average of the four 
for a single season. Williams has 
completed more passes in a single 
season, for more yardage, than any 
of the rest. And so the argument 
goes on.

Bobby Williams of Notre Dame 
sands 8th in individual forward 
passing. He has thrown 169 times, 
completed 81. Maloy of Holy 
Cross is 12th in forward passing, 
with 75 completions in 174 at- 
tempts. 


Notre Dame's right end, Jim 
Mutscheller, ranks eighth in pass 
receiving. He has caught 32 pass- 
es, for a total gain of 401 yards.| 
Seven of those passes were for 
touchdowns. Snyder of Loyola has 
caught 29 passes, for 498 yards and 
nine touchdowns. 


Arizona State, coached by the 
ex-Boston College quarterback, Ed- 
die Doherty, is leading the nation 
in rushing offense and total offense. 
The statistics sheet is where small 
college athletes, who do not get 
the publicity that those who play 
for better-known schools receive, 
have their chance to shine. Whiz- 
zer White of Arizona State is a 
good example. Most people have 
probably never head of him, yet 
he leads the country in rushing, 
with 1,272 yards, probably more 
than the total rushing offense of 
half the teams in the country.

Devotion To Mary 


Then the Professor refers once 
more to the practice of Catholics 
to ask the invocation of the Virgin 
Mary and of the saints. He writes: 

“Nevertheless, in all fairness 
you must be compelled to admit 
that the chief reason for the di- 
vision is that the doctrine of the 
mediation of the Virgin Mary and 
of the Saints was not part of the 
belief of the early Church from 
Apostolic times until after the 
Council of Nicea in 325 A.D. We 
find such doctrines are directly 
contrary to the words of our Lord 
Himself Who declared that none 
could come to the Father save by 
Him (St. John XIV, 6).” 

If the gentleman has been a reg- 
ular reader of these pages, he 
must have found the answer for 
that objection many times. 

Catholics do not believe in the 
mediation of the Virgin Mary and 
of the saints in the same sense 
that they believe in the mediation 
of Christ. Every official prayer of 
the Church is directed to 
“through Christ our Lord.” 

When they pray to the Virgin 
Mary they merely ask her to 
intercede with her own divine Son, 
the “one mediator between God 
and man by redemption” (1. Tim. 


Did not Christ tell us that when 
two or three are gathered together 
in His name He is in the midst of 
us (Matt. XVIII, 20)? Whom 
could we gather together with us 
in prayer who would make our 
prayer more powerful than those 
who are already in Heaven with 
God, namely, Christ’s own mother 
and the saints. 

There is no conflict between 
the Catholic practice and the 
words of Christ “None can come 
to the Father save by Me” (John 
XIV, 6). He redeemed us and, 
therefore, merited for us all the 
grace we need for salvation. We 
hardly need to tell the professor 
that we can reject that grace and 
misuse it as most people do very 
frequently. We assume that the 
professor has, at times, asked 
others to pray for iim, but he did 
not imply by that that he requested 
them for his salvation. There is 
a difference between mediation by 
intercession and prayer and medi- 
tation by redemption. It is only 
in the latter sense that St. Paul 
refers to Christ as “the one medi- 
ator.” If he will read the very 
next verse he will find that out 
because it reads “Who has redeem- 
ed us” (1 Tim. II, 6).

Saints Point The Way

St. Leonard wanted to become 
a physician, but God called him 
to the priesthood. He joined the 
Franciscan Order, and became a 
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most exact follower of the great 
St. Francis in his life of prayer, 
penance and continual mortifica- 
tion. His love for the Blessed Vir- 
gin knew no bounds. Soon he be- 
came famous as the most outstand- 
ing defender of the Immaculate 
Conception of the Mother of God 
though this was in the first half 
of the eighteenth century, fully a

accountable to God for his 
thoughts, his speech and his ac- 
tions. His home training must re- 
inforce this teaching in every prac- 
tical way. He should be held to 
strict account for the performance 
of chores and tasks which are 
given to him by his parents. He 
must be made to see that each 
member of the family has are 
to play in the service of by 
carrying out an assigned role. 

Part of the boredom affecting 
our society today is due to the un- 
sound separation which has de- 
veloped between work and spirit- 
ual growth. The concept of work 
as a means of furthering sanctifi- 
cation has largely been lost. It re- 
mains for parents to recover that 
concept and apply it to the child’s 
daily experience. From the con- 
sciousness that even the smallest 
household task when faithfully 
carried out draws him closer to 
God, the child will derive a contin- 
uing motivation for relating all 
that he does to God. And thus 
every task, no matter how trivial 
or menial, can take on a signifi- 
cance which will yield rich spirit- 
ual returns. 

In this way the child will have 
learned at home a great lesson 
which will make it easier for him 
to adjust to the demands of school 
life. As he take his place in that 
larger community, he will do so as 
a responsible individual. He will 
see his homework, his attention in 
class and his participation in 
school activities as part of the 
same divine plan learned in the 
home, whereby each action has its 
significance in- God’s eyes. Being 
mindful throughout his daily life 
of the supernatural value of his 
actions will be a safeguard against 
the careless performance of any 
duty. The greater his talent, the 
more he will be conscious of his 
obligation to serve God by a right- 
ful exercise of it. 


If the child is constantly aware 
that his time and his talents be- 
long to God he will want to use 
them properly and will avoid those 
harmful associations and pastimes 
which frequently lead to juvenile 
delinquency. This implies however 
that adequate recreational facili- 
ties and opportunities for the de- 
velopment of his interest in hob- 

ies, games and other activities 
are available so that his consider- 
able energy can find wholesome 
channels for expression. 

The spiritual helps which the 
child has for deepening his sense 
of responsibility must not be ne- 
glected. Parents should encourage 


the practice of nightly examination 


of conscience and weekly confes-| | 


sion. The child who goes over his 
thoughts, speech and actions at the 
end of each day, seeking out what 
has been displeasing to God, will 
adually develop a sensitivity to 
’s claims upon his life. The 
practice of weekly confession will 
make him conscious of the manner 
in which he has misused his time 
and talents. It will heighten in 
him that sense of accountability 
to God which is necessary if he is 
to show proper contrition for his 
failings and proper amendment for 
their correction.

Since everyone is not called to 
serve God in the same way or in 
the same capacity, there is need 
for great care to be exercised in 
the child’s vocational guidance. 
Otherwise, aimlessness in his train- 
ing will leave him without perma- 
nent direction for his talents and 
aptitudes. Parents and teachers 
must help him to choose and to 
follow a calling for which he is 
fitted and in which he can best 
serve God. A deeper awareness in 
the child of his mission in life 
will do much to reduce the shock- 
ing waste of time and energy 
which characterizes so many of his 
formative years today.

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‘Speed-Reading’ Notre Dame 
Students Halve Study Time 


Notre Dame—Thirty students at 
the University of Notre Dame may 
be able to cut their study time in 
half, thanks to a group of “speed- 
reading scholarships” accepted by 
the university. 


Presented by the Foundation 
for Better Reading, located in 
South Bend, the scholarships pro- 
vide 20 hours of free instruction 
and scientific practice in good 
reading habits. The course will 
be spread out over four weeks and 
arranged to fit into each individual 
student’s class schedule. Accord- 
ing to officials at the foundation, 
the course is designed to double 
each student’s reading speed while 
maintaining clear comprehension. 


The principle of the reading 
course is that most adults have 
never learned to read properly. In- 
stead of seeing whole phrases at 
once, their eyes jump irregularly 
from word to word—or even from 
letter to letter. Furthermore, lots 
of people have formed the habit 
of stopping to re-read lines instead 
of gliding along smoothly without 
pauses. 

One apparatus trains the stu- 
dent to read off groups of num- 
bers which are flashed on a screen 
for speeds down to only a hun- 
dredth of a second. The number
